U5L1CESSED MERRYMAKING.

A Minstrel Troupe ('owe ta Orlef KnM by
Ibis 'lico-ni)n- y-i feraana ArrealrU.

The Washington Patriot of yesterday says:
Some time ago the detectives here notified

the chiefs of police of various Southern cities
that a party of persons had Landed together
here ostensibly as a minstrel troupe, with an
avowed purpose of performing throughout the
South, but ia reality for objects not quite bo
honest. It would eeein that the minstrels
(thirty-five- ) have commenced operations. On
Weduesday evening a number of persons, white
and colored, assembled at Mechanics Hall,
corner of Second street and Maryland avenue,
attracted by the announcement, possed in flam-
ing circulars, that a "grand promenade" was to
commence at nine and a half o'clock, the inter-
vals to be filled up by Bannister's Troupe with

- their cboicebt selections. The names of Jimmy
Regan, Dan Williams, G. Warren, Frank Bill,
(late of Tony Pastor's Opera House), and John
Tobasco, comedian and sleight-o- f hand per-
former, appeared on the bill.

Lieutenant Austin, of tho Eigth precinct, as-
certaining that no license had been obtained for
tbe exhibition, determined to arrest tae partici-
pators. Accordingly, with Sergeants Harrison
and Teeple, and a po6e of onicers of his pre-
cinct, be made descent upon the hall and cob-
bled up sixty-si- x persons actors, proprietors,
and spectators male and female. The raid
was made about lOJ 4 o'clock, and the perform-
ances was in full blast, everybody cutting up
"high links," and enjoyiog themselves huirely.
When Lieutenant AuBtin stepped upon the stage
and informed tbe crowd that they were all
under arrest, though surprised, they obediently
formed In hue, and were marched to tho Eighth
precinct, where some deposited a collateral and
others were locked up.

Yesterday morning the whole crowd were
brought before Judge Snell In the Police Court,
and appeared to consider the affair a fine joke.
The proprietors were first called, and fined ttO
and costs each. The sixty spectators were next
arraigned "for witnessing and taking part In an
exhibition for gain, without having first had or
obtained a license therefor." They all pleaded
not guilty, and, after a lecture from the court,

'were discharged, as It could not be shown that
the show was indecent. The performers and
musicians were then fined 'i each, but the fines
in the latter case were afterwards remitted, as
It waa proven that they were ignorant
of the fact that the show was being held with
PBt a license.
